their purpoſe, vnder ſome

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honeſt pretext, they li- 
cenſe them from their ſo-, 
ciety z but withall lay hold 
of their eſtates, of which 
their ſociety will needs be 
inueſted beyres .

Completely uwnrecoorded ocorauto, relating partiouJars 
of the strange expedition undertaken by Robert 
Devereux, Tarl of Ta8ex, in aid of Henry of Navarre, 
The writer, who signs himself Fabian Johnson, denies 
the reports current in England (which 80 alarmed 
Elizabeth that she recalled Zsg:ex at the end of September). 
An account 1s given of the Barl's taking leave of the 
Queen at freenwich, his aailling from Dover, 7 August, and 
landing at Deppe anidst loud acclaim, ith 400 ren he 
proceeded to Arques and Tisors, where he met HTenry of 
Navarre and Vaerehall Biron, The siege of Rouen, 
according to Jolngon's account, was & great gastronomie 
occasion, "God bee blegssed for it, there is plentie of 
good viotuals in the countris, whereof we want not, and 
the game are 8011 at a reazonable rate, A man may buie 
a good quarter of mutton for two ghillingsz a capon for 
eighteen pence... 4 man maye buye a ;o0d Salt fich ſor 
three halfe pence, which will gerue foure men to t'eir 
dinners... He denies reports of siokness and lack of 
disoiplins in the forces, Those who are ill «aro they 
who having lost their money at dice "run and feede on 
greens fruit, wher of there is great store, by whioh 
means gome do eurfet and fall sicke, to the groat 
indaungering of their ome lives,” 


Of the writer, probably an officer under Es:0x, nothing 
geems to be known, The letter itself is dated from 
Arques, 2 5eptember, 1591, 
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
